What to do for the schools of Texas? 
This is the question that has been bugging our 
solons and Governor Brisco and now just about 
everyone in Austin, including the special in­ 
terests groups, are doing their best to com e up 
with the answer. 
SEVERAL PLANS are being circulated. One 
is the product of Governor Dolph B riscoe’s staff, 
another by Dan Kubiak, our state represen­ 
tative 
Of all the plans apparently Governor 
Briscoe’s would hit local property owners the 
hardest. 
His program calls for the state paying 60 per 
cent of costs, with 40 per cent coming from local 
property taxes Kubiak’s plan mandates an 80-20 
state-to-local funds ratio. Just how Georgetown 
would fare under the programs would have to be 
determined by a study, which hasn't yet been 
made. 
The governor's schem e calls for a tax rate of 
60 cents per $100 valuations, with valuations bas­ 
ed on IOO per cent market value. Our current 
rate is $1.82 on 70 per cent of market value, so at 
first glance it appears that we would profit 
greatly if his program carries The rub could be 
the way the market values are established, but 
even with quite a variance is seem s the 
Georgetown district com es out ahead. Kubiak's 
plan looks even better 
ANYWAY, THERE ARE a bunch of plans cir­ 
culating and perhaps one of them will incor­ 
porate the better ideas of the lot, so that an 
equal education for Texas boys and girls will 
becom e a reality. Or, the whole thing could fall 
in the floor.

Council to consider utility regulation 


After the loose ends are tied on the General 
Telephone rate case Monday the Georgetown 
City Council will consider an ordinance to pre­ 
vent tangles in future proposals for utility rate 
increases 
The council session begins at 7 p rn at City 
Hall 
Final approval is expected on an ordinance to 
allow the General Telephone Company to in­ 
crease its 1-party business rate 33 percent and 1- 
party residential rate 12 percent. 
Rate case cost 
city $5,040.25 


The 10-month battle between the Georgetown 
City Council and the General Telephone Com­ 
pany ended up costing the city m ore than $5,000 
in consulting fees, City Manager Leo Wood 
reported this week. 
Dr. Jack Hopper, the second rate analyst 
retained bv the City Council to evaluate the 
General Telephone rate increase proposal, sub­ 
mitted a $1,365 bill for his services Tuesday. 
That bill pushed the total amount that the city 
has paid in consulting and legal fees relating to 
the rate case to $5,040 25. 
The first rate analyst hired by the city was Joe 
Nail, who was paid a contract price of $2,000 for 
his work and an additional fee of $331.30 
When the council did not follow Nail s rate 
recommendation. General Telephone took the 
city to court. The council then hired Austin at­ 
torney Douglass Hearne, who succeeded in get­ 
ting the case dism issed. 
Hearne's services cost the City of Georgetown 


$ 1. 343.95. 
The rate increase approved by the City Coun­ 
cil was a synthesis of the recomm endations by 
N ail and Hopper 
If accepted by G eneral 
Telephone, it will result in a 33 percent increase 
in the I party business rate and a 12 percent in- 
Tease in the 1-party residential rate. 


The City Council will then turn its sights on a 
com prehensive set of rules and regulations for 
local utilities operating under city franchises. 
The proposed ordinance is intended to avoid 
the legal hassle and delay encountered in the re­ 
cent General Telephone rate proceedings 
Under provisions of the proposed ordinance; 
•The utility is required to reim burse the city 
for expenses in hiring consultants and attorneys 
(In the telephone rate case, for exam ple, the 
city paid $5,040 25 out of its own pocket for such 
services.) 
•Thirty days before filing an application for a 
rate increase, the utility must file a notice of in­ 
tent. 
•The city has 90 days to take action on an 
application, or the rate increase proposal is 
autom atically denied. (The General Telephone 
case dragged on for IO months without approval 
or denial.) 
•The utility is required to promptly provide 
records and information at the city ’s request. 
(Such information was not rendered by the 
phone company until the case reached the c o u r ­ 
troom. ) 
•E very year, a utility must file a “com plete 
balance sheet and operating statem ent” and 
other documents that the city will use to

Southwestern^ Lillian Pratt P rofessor of 
Chemistry, Dr Bob Soulen, is working closely 
with Sepiol on the project. He explains the long 
name as “ a sm all m olecule under a great deal of 
strain — we have literally torced it together " 
Soulen said that Sepiol is investigating m ethods 
of synthesis and reaction of the m olecule. 


“ What w e’re basically trying to fine out — 
once you make it. what’s it good for?” Soulen 
says. 
The research is being done through funds from 
the Robert A Welch Foundation 
Dr. Mirek said that observing Sepiol and 
Soulen’s research “has rekindled my interest in 
the fluorine chem istry.'’ 


“ When I was younger I did some research and 
published 
p ap ers

with 
flu o rin e 
chem istry,” Mirek says To resume research on 
sim ilar projects in his institute would call for 
additional equipment, he says. 
“ I hope to 
cooperate with Dr Soulen more on this.” Mirek 
said 
In fact equipment is the primary thing that has 
raised Mirek's eyebrows in his visit to the 
United States. “ I am especially impressed with 
the equipment — especially at the University of 
Texas in Austin,” he said 
Soulen took the Poles to the IIT . cam pus last 
week to see the elaborate research facilities 
there. 


Mirek said that he was not only impressed 
with the equipment 
found at Southwestern 
University — but he also liked the “small quiet 
school and town You can study here. It s the 
best for students.” 
He has been spending much of his tim e in 
Southwestern^ Cody Memorial Library reading 
scientific journals. Why? 


“ It s a chance I don’t have back in my country 
— there I’m just too busy— so now I’m catching 
up on my reading." 
What’s his impression of students? 
“ They are not so much different here as in 
Poland Perhaps your students even work harder 
than ours.” Mirek says. 
Before arriving at Georgetown, Dr. Mirek 
visited another of his students who is doing 
research 
and teaching at Southern Illinois 
University. After he leaves Texas next week he 
will visit another of his students at the Florida 
State University in Tallahassee. 


Dr Soulen first m et Dr Mirek when Soulen 
was on a foreign study tour sponsored by the 
Assn. of Colleges and Universities for Inter­ 
national - Intercultural Studies (ACUIIS). While 
visiting Jagiellonian University, Soulen met 
Mirek and the two discussed the possibility of a 
m em ber of the Chem istry Institute coming over 
to the United States to do research 


That possibility becam e reality, and Dr. Sepiol 
was chosen for the post doctoral work at 
Southwestern. 
Just last month. Dr Sepiol's wife, Jadwiga. 
joined him here The couple are staying in an 
apartment just off the university campus They 
hope to do some traveling in the United States 
Hot he completes his research here in July.

On April 19 the worst of the Mississippi flood crest will 
swamp New Orleans 
I saw this flood coming or I'd have been surprised by it — 
and therein lies a tale 
I WAS FLYING from my home base city, Chicago, toward 
a speaking engagement at Harding College in Arkansas on 
April 3 when I looked out and looked down and was amazed 
South of St Louis and over toward Memphis, the White 
River looked like the Mississippi and the Mississippi looked 
like Lake Superior 
And I, a newsman, had been mostly unaware 
Man alive! If what was happening to Arkansas ever 
happened to New York, the anguished cries for help would 
monopolize the media, scare Washington witless and turn 
our nation's pockets inside out 
At the drop of a postseason snowflake, Chicago runs up a 
white flag and hollers so loud you can hear it in Timbuktu 
Yet here is all this suffering and deprivation spread over 
millions of acres of Middle America, with enough acres of 
soybean cropland underwater to have worldwide impact, and 
our national nows media had hardly noticed 
While the big m ultiriver washout was yet unnoticed 
nationally, one of them, the Mississippi, was already 
overflowing 6 million acres from southern Illinois to the 
Gulf 
IT WAS BACKING UP into its tributaries ~ the Yazoo, the 
Black, Little Red and others — pushing them twit of bed, tur­ 
ning whole counties into lakes Upriver, an additional ll in­ 
ches of spring snow was melting fast. 
Our U, S. Army Engineers were wrestling with an agoniz­ 
ing Hobson’s choice They knew this would be worse than the 
big flood of 73 which cost property and crops worth a billion 
dollars. Mississippi’s flood reservoirs were already overfull. 
Unless they opened upriver spillways and diverted some of 
the water, an intolerable crest topping 13 feet would sub­ 
merge much of Baton Rouge and New Orleans 
Either way it meant devastation for large populated areas 
THIS WAS THE DEGREE of desperation which had 
already developed the first week of this month while •- ex­ 
cept in our midland valleys — our nation's eyes were 
diverted to Vietnam evacuation and economic speculation 
and basketball 
In the flooded plains of Middle America, there are per- 
acre fewer newsmen seeking to outshout one another for 
attention Is New York City really that much closer to In­ 
dochina than it is to the United States? 
Eventually the New York-based news media got to the 
flood scene with their cam eras, but the share of their con­ 
cern for homefolks rem ains less, and somehow less genuine 
- and I resent that

Best of times? 


Worst of times? 


“IT WAS THE best of limes; it was the worst of 
tim es,’’ wrote Charles Dickens in A Tale of Two 
Cities That opening line surely applies to the nation 
today as the issues of inflation energy, unemployment, 
and a struggling economy are before us. We turn to 
government for help, and see only a President and a 
Congress blaming each other for lack of action. 
The difficulties follow on the heels of the Vietnam 
war which divided Americans and Watergate which 
left us with a sense of shame, and a deepseated dis­ 
trust. No wonder we are tempted to listen to the 
prophets of doom It seems the worst of times. 
But perhaps it is not. Median family income is up 
40% in the last five years in our nation The Gross 
National Product per capita in the U. S was over $6200 
during a 6-month period in 1974. Closest country to that 
was Canada with $4250. In the U.S. there s one 
automobile for every 2.2 persons. Canada, again, is 
next with one car for every 2 9 persons. Japan has 8.5 
persons per ear; Russia 136 people per car; South 
Korea 461 people per car. Americans enjoy an un­ 
precedented standard of living and freedom of mobili­ 


ty 
There are two points to be made here: First, the 
times are, in part, as bad or as good as we allow 
ourselves to preceive them. The optimist notices his 
gas tank half full and is thankful; the pessimist 
worries because it’s half-empty. The optimist sees dif­ 
ficult times as an interesting challenge, full of 
promise, the pessimist sees only that things are not 
what they should be. 
Second, the U. S. has been through tougher times, 
and always emerged stronger. A group of soldiers 
almost froze to death at Valley Forge and out of that 
came a nation. The British set fire to Washington in 
1812 and we responded by establishing ourselves as a 
world power. We carved a country out of a wilderness, 
under extremely difficult circumstances; we rose 
from a crippling depression to become the most 
sophisticated industrial nation ever Americans have 
always had a spirit enabling them to overcome adver­ 
sity. 
True the problems are many. But for all its bumbl­ 
ing, self-righteous posturing, cruelty and selfishness, 
this country is magnificient. . . and that magnificence 
seems to manifest itself most clearly when we have a 
tough problem to solve The worst of times, for us, can 
be the best of times.

AUSTIN — In a surprising 
legislative move, the Senate 
last week passed the proposed 
Constitution which failed in last 
year’s Constitutional Conven­ 
tion 
The House is expected to con­ 
sider the new Constitution this 
week, and House approval will 
put the document before Texas 
voters on November 4. 
It took only one day’s debate 
in the Senate to pass the revised 
C onstitution, 
’ nd m ost of 
the bitter disagreem ent which 
plagued the Convention was ab­ 
sent. 
The present Texas Constitu­ 
tion, which was written in 1876, 
is riddled with hundreds of 
am endm ents and is one of the 
m o s t c u m b e r s o m e le g a l 
documents in existence 
The 
new Constitution incorporates 
our present legal system into a 
much shorter and sim pler docu­ 
ment which should vastly im ­ 
prove our Statelaws. 
Assuming the House passes 
the Constitution, voters will 
have their chance to support or 
o p p o se e a c h of th e new

AUSTIN ~ “ I just can’t 
believe it,” the veteran House 
m ember said when the debate 
was all over on the new Texas 
Constitution, and the House of 
Representatives had adopted it 
“ It’s the sam e thing we turn­ 
ed down last sum m er, but it 
sure looks better now than it did 
then.” 
It was, indeed, one of those 
legislative 
m iracles, 
which 
result when people sit down and 
reason together, as the Prophet 
Isiah and President Lyndon B 
Johnson used to say. 
And what is more, chances of 
approval of the stream lined 
Constitution by the voters on 
Nov 4 are probably far better 
now than they would have been 
had the Legislature, sitting as a 
Constitutional Convention, sub­ 
mitted the sam e thing under 
black clouds of strife and con­ 
troversy which governed last 
sum m er 
when 
the 
Consti­ 
tutional Convention failed by 
three votes submit the docu­ 
ment 
The whole thing recalls that 
rem ark by Gov. Coke Stevenson 
back in 1944, when he felt he 
would “ let that coffee cool” a 
bit before he commented on 
what was then the burning issue 
of the day. 
The consitutional coffee had 


indeed cooled, and the men and 
women of the Legislature were 
able to agree to chop off the 
barbed-wire tails of “ right to 
w ork" and gam bling which 
made the 1974 version a wildcat 
while the 1975 version is a 
housebroken tabby cat 
The closest House vote was 
on th e e d u c a tio n a rtic le . 
Speaker Bill Clayton delayed 
a n n o u n c i n g t h e v o t e as 
m em bers were urged to switch 
and vote for it. Perhaps the note 
of humor injected by Rep. Carl 
Parker of Port Arthur, helped, 
because a laugh can relax one, 
you know. 
“ Mr Speaker,’’ Parker asked, 
“ can we hold the board open a 
little longer. The bus from 
Liberty doesn t get in until 
5:15.”’ 
He was referring, of course, 
to f o r m e r C o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
Convention 
P resident P rice 
Daniel, Jr., who gave up his 
political career in the hope it 
would help p ass th e new 
Constitution, and is now in law 
practice back home. His vote 
would have helped at that mo­ 
ment. but Parker, who had run 
against Clayton for speaker, 
may have helped stir up some 
of those last three votes that 
passed the article. 
The document will be check­ 


ed and double-checked over the 
weekend, before the Senate 
accepts House am endm ents, or 
puts it in a conference com­ 
m ittee for correction if some 
error is found. 
But it seems as certain as 
spring that Texans will be 
voting Nov 4 on a stream lined, 
modernized Constitution which 
m akes m any im provem ents 
over the present one, and which 
really doesn t hu^t anyone very 
much. 
Of course, th ere are new 
m em bers in the Senate and in 
the House, who were not there 
last sum m er when the docu­ 
m e n t wi t h its “ s e p a r a t e 
propositions” was turned down. 
This new blood helped, par­ 
ticularly in recognizing that the 
"right to work” provision was 
the m ajor roadblock. No one 
even proposed it in the House. 
In the Senate, there was no 
r e s t r a i n i n g Sen. 
W a l t e r 
Mengden, Jr., of Houston. He 
p r o p o s e d it, 
and 
it was 
defeated, 16-14. with som e 
mighty conservative senators 
voting against it. They knew 
that it could block the whole 
submission again, and felt that 
the constitution was m ore im­ 
portant than putting into it 
something that has been in the 
law for nearly 30 years. 


Library Friends to request 
funds to help elderly 


A program to provide large- 
p r i n t bo o k s a n d l i b r a r y 
m aterials to the elderly of 
Georgetown was discussed this 
week by the Friends of the 
Georgetown Public Library. 
Ted Rowell, president of that 
organization, said a decision 
was reached to apply for a 
grant through the Capital Area 
Planning Council to fund the 
project. 
The program was proposed 
particularly to provide books to 
senior citizens who are confined 
to their homes, he said. 


The executive com m ittee of 
the Friends will apply for the 
grant. 
At a meeting Tuesday in the 
library, the Friends also decid­ 
ed to sponsor a puppet show at 
the Georgetown Bicentennial 
Old-Fashioned Picnic on May IO 
in San Gabriel Park 
Proceeds from the show will 
be contributed to the Bicenten­ 
nial effort to support projects 
and p ro g ram s in the city, 
Rowell said. 
Melinda Eidson and Barbara 
Seever are in charge of the 
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puppet show. Rowell said the 
group hopes to put on an 
original script about the history 
of Georgetown. 
About 20 supporters of the 
library attended Tuesday’s ses­ 
sion 


Rowell reported that plans 
were discussed to expand the 
Fiends’ sum m er program for 
children 
When school is out, the 
p r o g r a m 
p ro v id es 
puppet 
shows, story hours, films and 
r e c o r d - l i s t e n i n g 
f o r 
G eorgetown children at the 
local library. 


This year, Rowell said, the 
Friends hope to take the puppet 
s h o w s 
to 
d i f f e r e n t 
neighborhoods in the city in an 
effort to reach more children 
Also, original scripts and 
more Spanish shows will be us­ 
ed, he said 
The Friends will m eet again 
on Tuesday, May 6, at the 
Georgetown Public Library. 


Things like this don’t just 
happen.

But what is more im portant, 
the document going to the peo­ 
ple for a decision this fall will 
be going to the sound of a 
mockingbird's spring song, in­ 
stead of to the whine of a high 
wind and crashing thunder of 
controversy that dominated the 
Constitutional Convention last 
year. 
We ll all have lots of tim e to 
look it over. There will be eight 
different propositions on the 
ballot. Maybe we’ll like some 
and not the others. But at any 
rate, we’ll get to say whether 
we want the new Constitution, 
after IOO years. 


Police officer

A certified police officer has 
agreed to join the Georgetown 
Police Departm ent on April I. 
City Manager Leo Wood said 
this week 
Leroy Steinam, a veteran of 
61* years in law enforcement, 
will be coming to Georgetown 
from the City of Rising Star in 
Texas. 
With the addition of Steinam 
next month, the Georgetown 
Police 
D epartm ent will be 
operating at full strength with 
seven officers, Wood noted. 
Steinam, 
32, 
w as highly 
recommended for the position 
in Georgetown by the police 
chief of Rising Star, Wood said. 
Steinam served 4G years 
with the E a s t l a n d P o lice 
Departm ent and two years at 
Rising Star. 
He has already received his 
peace officer certification from 
the state.

B etw een tw o and t h r ee 
million dollars have been spent 
on writing this new Constitu­ 
tion, and I for one think Texans 
deserve the chance to vote on it. 
MONEY FOR SCHOOLS 
A 
c o m p u t e r ana l ys i s of the 
Governor’s school finance plan 
verifies, what I have been say­ 
ing all along — that the Gover­ 
nor’s bill will cause massive 
property tax increases in many 
school districts. 
For example, the Governor's 
plan would give the Rockdale 
school district only about $8,000 
in additional state money, far 
short of the amount needed for 
higher salaries and other costs 
The rest of the funds would 
have to be raise d through 
higher property taxes. 
Taxes are too high already in 
most areas, and I am very 
doubtful that Texans will stand 
for another property tax hike. A 
fa r b e t t e r school f inance 
system would put the burden on 
the State, as my finance bill 
proposes. 
More State money will be 
needed for schools under a bill 
like mine, and I have proposed 
channeling $350 million from 
the general sales tax into school 
finance 
purposes. 
Hearings 
were held on this bill last week 
Computer read-outs on my 
school finance proposal are not 
yet available, but I am certain 
taxpayers will be pleased when 
the 
print-out 
is 
released 
Meanwhile, I am analyzing com­ 
puter m aterial on the Gover­ 
nor’s bill and will send the 
results to each school district in 
Falls, Milam and Williamson 
Counties. 
P R E P A I D 
L E G A L 
SERVICES: The House has 
given its approval to a hotly 
debated bill allowing insurance 
companies and non-profit cor­ 
porations to furnish prepaid 
legal aid. 
The bill would let Texans 
p urchase 
“ legal insurance 
policies” to pay lawyer fees. 
This is basically a good idea, 
and a pre-paid legal service 
would give many Texans better 
access to lawyers. 
I opposed the bill in its 
original form because it may 
have kept people from choosing 
their own attorneys. The bill 
was amended during debate to 
insure that an individual gets 
the attorney of his choice. So I 
supported the m easure on final 
passage.

Most of the dancers are over 
60 years of age. but according 
to Instructor Frances Mayo, 
anyone who is interested in the 
dances is welcome. 
The atm osphere is one of fun, 
Mrs. Mayo said, 
“We do the 
dances for exercise, not for 
perfection They are simple and 
a n y o n e 
m a y 
b e g in a n y 
Thursday." 
Dances include the "Hokey 
Pokey" in which the singing 
directs, “ You put your right 
foot rn and you shake it all 
about." Directions for the left 
foot, right arm , left arm , right 
hip and so on follow until most 
parts of the body have been ex­ 
ercised 
O ther dances include the 
Shottische, 
cotton-eyed-joe, 
waltz, polka, fast two-step, put- 
vour-little-foot and others. 
Mrs. Mayo explained that the 
folk dances are sim ple. "I 
taught first-grade for 39 years 
and these are the dances the 
children did.” 
Although she did not know the 
origin of the dances, she said, 
“Folk dances are as old as the 
firs t people who cam e to 
A m erica.” 
Nettie Satterfield, who proud­ 
ly announced she was 79 years- 
old. kicked her feet high, as the 
13 women and one man hopped 
along to the “ bunny hop.” 
“ Go you chicken fat, go,” the 
dancers sang as they pushed 
their arm s upward from the 
waist. 
Mrs. 
Mayo said that the 
“ chicken fat" record that she 
owns was m ade soon after 
World War II when an effort 
was made by the President to 
encourage Americans to ex- 
cerise more. She bought it for 
35 c e n t s to u s e in h e r 
classroom 
The group has volunteered to 
perform the folk dances during 
the 1976 Bicentennial Celebra­ 
tion.

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On April 19 the worst of the M ississippi flood crest will 
swam p New Orleans 
I saw this flood coming or I’d have been surprised by it 
and therein lies a tale 
I WAS FLYING from my home-base city, Chicago, toward 
a speaking engagement at Harding College in Arkansas on 
April 3 when I looked out and looked down and was amazed 
South of St. Louis and over toward Memphis, the White 
River looked like the Mississippi and the Mississippi looked 
like Lake Superior. 
And I, a newsman, had been mostly unaware. 
Man alive! If what was happening to Arkansas ever 
happened to New York, the anguished cries for help would 
monopolize the media, scare Washington w itless and turn 
our nation’s pockets inside out 
At the drop of a postseason snowflake, Chicago runs up a 
white flag and hollers so loud you can hear it in Timbuktu 
Yet here is all this suffering and deprivation spread over 
millions of acres of Middle America, with enough acres of 
soybean cropland underwater to have worldwide impact, and 
our national news media had hardly noticed 
While the big multiriver washout was yet unnoticed 
nationally, one of them, the M ississippi, was already 
overflowing 6 million acres from southern Illinois to the 
Gulf 
IT WAS BACKING I if* into its tributaries 
the Yazoo, the 
Black. Little Red and others 
pushing them >ut of bed, tur­ 
ning whole counties into lakes Upriver, an additional ll in­ 
ches of spring snow was melting fast. 
Our U. S. Army Engineers were wrestling with an agoniz­ 
ing Hobson's choice. They knew this would be worse than the 
big flood of ’73 which cost property and crops worth a billion 
dollars Mississippi s flood reservoirs were already overfull. 
Unless they opened upriver spillways and diverted som e of 
the water, an intolerable crest topping 19 feet would sub­ 
merge much of Baton Rouge and New Orleans. 
Either way it meant devastation for large populated areas 
THIS WAS THU DEGREE of desperation which had 
already developed the first week of this month while — ex­ 
cept in our midland valleys 
our nation’s eyes were 
diverted to Vietnam evacuation and econom ic speculation 
and basketball. 
In the flooded plains of Middle America, there are per- 
acre fewer newsmen seeking to outshout one another for 
attention Is New York City really that much closer to In­ 
dochina than it is to the United States? 
Eventually the New York-based news media got to the 
flood scene with their cam eras, but the share of their con­ 
cern for homefolks remains less, and somehow less genuine 
— and I resent that.

Best of times? 


Worst of times? 


"IT WAS THE best of times; it was the worst of 
tim es,” wrote Charles Dickens in A Tale of Two 
Cities. That opening line surely applies to the nation 
today as the issues of inflation energy, unemployment, 
and a struggling economy are before us. We turn to 
government for help, and see only a President and a 
Congress blaming each other for lack of action. 
The difficulties follow on the heels of the Vietnam 
war which divided Americans and Watergate which 
left us with a sense of shame, and a deepseated dis­ 
trust. No wonder we are tempted to listen to the 
prophets of doom. It seems the worst of times. 
But perhaps it is not. Median family income is up 
40% in the last five years in our nation. The Gross 
National Product per capita in the U S was over $6200 
during a 6-month period in 1974. Closest country to that 
was Canada with $4250. In the U.S. there’s one 
automobile for every 2.2 persons. Canada, again, is 
next with one car for every 2.9 persons. Japan has 8 5 
persons per car; Russia 136 people per car; South 
Korea 461 people per car. Americans enjoy an un­ 
precedented standard of living and freedom of mobili­ 


ty 
There are two points to be made here: First, the 
times are, rn part, as bad or as good as we allow 
ourselves to preceive them. The optimist notices his 
gas tank half full and is thankful; the pessimist 
worries because it’s half-empty. The optimist sees dif­ 
ficult times as an interesting challenge, full of 
promise; the pessimist sees only that things are not 
what they should be. 
Second, the U. S. has been through tougher times, 
and always emerged stronger. A group of soldiers 
almost froze to death at Valley Forge and out of that 
came a nation. The British set fire to Washington in 
1812 and we responded by establishing ourselves as a 
world power. We carved a country out of a wilderness, 
under extremely difficult circumstances, we rose 
from a crippling depression to become the most 
sophisticated industrial nation ever. Americans have 
always had a spirit enabling them to overcome adver­ 
sity. 
True, the problems are many. But for all its bumbl­ 
ing, self-righteous posturing, cruelty and selfishness, 
this country is magnificent. . . and that magnificence 
seem s to manifest itself most clearly when we have a 
tough problem to solve. The worst of times, for us, can 
be the best of times.

We are all fam iliar with the 
famous Texas bluebonnet and 
have a slight acquaintance with 
many more. However, I have 
noticed one wild flower here in 
Georgetown and nowhere else 
in the area. That is the red pop­ 
py. There is a large stand of 
them along the east side of the 
railroad tracks from 7th Street 
to the Southwestern playing 
field and there are scattered 
stands near the bridge on 
Highway 81, on the College Ave. 
road to the park and hopefully 
in som e other spots. Several 
years ago there was a fine 
group near the Blue Hole on the 
South San Gabriel. 
This spring is the first tim e I 
had heard the story of this 
b r illia n t 
flo w e r 
h e r e 
in 
G eorgetow n and I 
thought 
many newcom ers would enjoy 
hearing it. S ev era l of my 
friends who are long-standing 
Georgetown residents related 
that a man by the name of 
C om p ton 
(n o t r e la te d to 
Buster) brought some seeds of 
the poppy from Flanders Field 
in France where so many of our 
World War I ca su a lties were 
buried. He planted them here in 
G e o r g e to w n 
T h ey 
w e r e 
e v id e n tly h ap p y in th e ir 
adopted home for they have 
survived th ese many years. 
H ow ever th e r e are fe w er 
stands of them than when I 
arrived in Georgetown 
I do 
hope that those responsible for 
caring for those places where 
they are now bloom ing so 
gloriously will be sure to let 
them go to seed so that we may 
continue to enjoy this brilliant 
flower. 
I have tried to plant seed in 
my garden, but have had no 
success.

AUSTIN — In a surprising 
legislative move, the Senate 
last week passed the proposed 
Constitution which failed in last 
year’s Constitutional Conven­ 
tion. 
The House is expected to con­ 
sider the new Constitution this 
week, and House approval will 
put the document before Texas 
voters on November 4. 
It took only one day s debate 
in the Senate to pass the revised 
C onstitu tion, 
°nd 
m ost of 
the bitter disagreem ent which 
plagued the Convention was ab­ 
sent. 
The present Texas Constitu­ 
tion, which was written in 1876, 
is riddled with hundreds of 
amendments and is one of the 
m o s t c u m b e r s o m e le g a l 
documents in existence. The 
new Constitution incorporates 
our present legal system into a 
much shorter and simpler docu­ 
ment which should vastly im ­ 
prove our Statelaws.

AUSTIN — 
"I ju st can ’t 
believe it,” the veteran House 
member said when the debate 
was all over on the new Texas 
Constitution, and the House of 
Representatives had adopted it 
"It’s the sam e thing we turn­ 
ed down last sum mer, but it 
sure looks better now than it did 
then " 
It was, indeed, one of those 
legislative 
m iracles, 
which 
result when people sit down and 
reason together, as the Prophet 
Isiah and President Lyndon B. 
Johnson used to say. 
And what is more, chances of 
approval 
of the streamlined 
Constitution by the voters on 
Nov. 4 are probably far better 
now than they would have been 
had the Legislature, sitting as a 
Constitutional Convention, sub­ 
mitted the sam e thing under 
black clouds of strife and con­ 
troversy which governed last 
sum mer 
when 
the 
Consti­ 
tutional Convention failed by 
three votes submit the docu­ 
ment. 
The whole thing recalls that 
remark by Gov. Coke Stevenson 
hack in 1944, when he felt he 
would "let that coffee cool" a 
bit before he commented on 
what was then the burning issue 
of the day 
The consitutional coffee had 


indeed cooled, and the men and 
women of the Legislature were 
able to agree to chop off the 
barbed-wire tails of "right to 
work" and gam bling which 
made the 1974 version a wildcat 
while the 1975 version is a 
housebroken tabby cat. 
The closest House vote was 
on th e 
e d u c a tio n a r tic le . 
Speaker Bill Clayton delayed 
a n n o u n c in g 
th e 
v o te a s 
m em bers were urged to switch 
and vote for it. Perhaps the note 
of humor injected by Rep. Carl 
Parker of Port Arthur, helped, 
because a laugh can relax one, 
you know. 
"Mr Speaker,” Parker asked, 
"can w e hold the board open a 
little longer. The bus from 
Liberty doesn’t get in until 
5:15." 
He was referring, of course, 
to fo r m e r C o n s titu tio n a l 
Convention 
P resident P rice 
Daniel, Jr., who gave up his 
political career in the hope it 
w ould h elp p a ss the new 
Constitution, and is now in law 
practice back home. His vote 
would have helped at that mo­ 
ment, but Parker, who had run 
against Clayton for speaker, 
may have helped stir up som e 
of those last three votes that 
passed the article. 
The document will be check­ 


ed and double-checked over the 
w eekend, before the Senate 
accepts House amendm ents, or 
puts it in a conference com ­ 
m ittee for correction if som e 
error is found. 
But it seem s as certain as 
spring that T exans w ill be 
voting Nov. 4 on a streamlined, 
modernized Constitution which 
m akes m any im provem ents 
over the present one, and which 
really doesn’t hurt anyone very 
much. 
Of course, there are new 
members in the Senate and in 
the House, who were not there 
last sum m er when the docu­ 
m e n t w ith it s ‘‘s e p a r a te 
propositions” was turned down. 
This new blood helped, par­ 
ticularly in recognizing that the 
"right to work” provision was 
the major roadblock 
No one 
even proposed it in the House. 
In the Senate, there was no 
r e s t r a in in g S e n . 
W a lte r 
Mengden, Jr., of Houston. He 
p ro p o se d 
it, 
and 
it w a s 
d efea ted , 16-14, w ith som e 
mighty conservative senators 
voting against it 
They knew 
that it could block the whole 
submission again, and felt that 
the constitution was more im ­ 
portant than putting into it 
something that has been in the 
law for nearly 30 years.

MONEY FOR SCHOOLS: A 
co m p u ter a n a l y s i s of the 
Governor’s school finance plan 
verifies, what I have been say­ 
ing all along — that the Gover­ 
nor’s bill will cause massive 
property tax increases in many 
school districts. 
For exam ple, the Governor’s 
plan would give the Rockdale 
school district only about $8,000 
in additional state money, far 
short of the amount needed for 
higher salaries and other costs. 
The rest of the funds would 
have to be raised through 
higher property taxes. 
Taxes are too high already in 
most areas, and I am very 
doubtful that Texans will stand 
for another property tax hike. A 
far bet t e r sc h o o l fi nance 
system would put the burden on 
the State, as my finance bill 
proposes. 
More State money will be 
needed for schools under a bill 
like mine, and I have proposed 
channeling $350 million from 
the general sales tax into school 
finance 
purposes. 
Hearings 
w ere held on this bill last week 
Computer read-outs on my 
school finance proposal are not 
yet available, but I am certain 
taxpayers will be pleased when 
the 
print-out 
is 
released 
Meanwhile, I am analyzing com­ 
puter m aterial on the Gover­ 
nor’s bill and will send the 
results to each school district in 
Falls, Milam and Williamson 
Counties. 
P R E - P A I D 
L E G A L 
SERVICES: 
The House has 
given its approval to a hotly 
debated bill allowing insurance 
companies and non-profit cor­ 
porations to furnish prepaid 
legal aid. 
The bill would let Texans 
p u rchase 
" le g a l 
insurance 
policies" to pay lawyer fees. 
This is basically a good idea, 
and a pre-paid legal service 
would give many Texans better 
access to lawyers. 
I opposed the bill in its 
original form because it may 
have kept people from choosing 
their own attorneys. The bill 
was amended during debate to 
insure that an individual gets 
the attorney of his choice. So I 
supported the m easure on final 
passage.

Mrs. Caskey will lead local 
volunteers in raising funds to 
support research and care 
programs for children affected 
by lung-damaging diseases like 
cystic fibrosis, severe asthma, 
chronic brochitis, bronchiec- 
tasia, and a condition called 
‘childhood emphysema” . 
Cystic fibrosis, an incurable 
genetic disease, is inherited 
when both parents carry the 
recessive gene for C F . It is 
believed that one in twenty per­ 
sons or IO Million Americans 
may carry the C/F gene, usual­ 
ly without knowing it.

Mashburn to research 
Academic excellence’ 


“Georgetown is the perfect 
size to have the top school 
system in the state, ” Clare 
Mashburn. newly-elected school 
board member said in an inter 
view Thursday. 
Mrs 
Mashburn, the first 
woman ever to be elected to the 
Georgetown board said she 
feels a tremendous responsibili­ 
ty, “ for showing that a woman 
can do an intelligent job ” She 
was the top vote getter in a five 
wav election, receiving more 
than IOO votes above the near­ 
est opponent 
Since she has taught in the 
public school system and has 
held the position of librarian, 
Mrs Mashburn said, “ I have an 
understanding of the problems 
within the school system ” 
“ I plan to research just what 
makes academic excellence 
and Georgetown can strive 
toward that goal,” she said 
A specific concern shared by 
most candidates in the race was 
that personnel teach subjects 
strictly within their field 
“Teachers who are qualified 
by training and enthusiasm for 
a subject create a learning at­ 
mosphere that may be lacking 
if a teacher is forced to teach in 
an area in which he or she is not 
qualified,” she explained 
Stating that the q uarter 
system “ is a marvelous asset” 
to sm a lle r schools, Mrs 
Mashburn said that one way to 
achieve a greater variety in 
curriculum is to poll teachers 
concerning courses they would 
like to teach 
“The students have been poll­ 
ed concerning courses they 
would like to have added to the 
curriculum, but as far as I 
know, teachers have not been 
asked to suggest new courses 
which they would like to 
teach." 
She 
e la b o ra te d , 
“The 
students need to have a choice, 
but often they are not that 
aware of what is possible If the 
teachers also were allowed to 
offer special courses, the 
students would have a greater 
choice” 
“ As an exam ple, I take 
children to the river to play. I 
explain that they are allowed to 
skip rocks in a certain area 
(away from swimmers), swim 
in a certain area, float on 
rubber rafts, etc The children 
still have the choice of what 
they do. but I outline the 
possibilities. 
“Outlining the possibilities 
and giving students a choice is 
what education should do,” she 
said 
METHODS OF INSTRUC­ 
TION need to be evaluated 
continually 
to 
see 
if 
they 
are relative to the life the 
student will lead once he has 
completed school 
“The least trouble” , Mrs 
Mashburn said, is not going to 
give the best school system Ad­ 


m inistrators, 
teachers, and 
co u n selo rs have to work 
together with students and the 
community to create the best 
possible school system 
“ I have personally invited 20 
people to attend my first school 
board meeting (April 21) and I 
want people to feel they are 
w elcom e," the new board 
member said. She said ideas 
should come from the com­ 
munity 
“ I would like for the board to 
implement a suggestion made 
at one of the forums to hold 
open meetings at least twice a 
year Anyone in the community 
could make suggestions or 
voice complaints concerning 
the school system at the 
meeting.” 
MRS MASHBURN WAS the 
only candidate who stated that 
the School system should not 
have a dress code 
When questioned about her 
stand, she said. “The people I 
talked to during my campaign 
did not favor a dress code 
However, I am sorry that this is 
something that has to be dealt 
with 
It is something which 
should have been resolved two 
years ago.” 
“The authority has always 
existed for a principal to send a 
child home who is dressed in a 
disruptive manner and that 
authority will continue to exist. 
“ However, it is a waste of our 
tax dollars to pay a man a prin­ 
cipal’s salary — someone with 
a principal’s expertise — and 
have him spend a large percen­ 
tage of his time enforcing a 
dress code. 
“ We are one of the very few 
school systems in the state that 
still has a dress code and that 
speaks for itself," she con­ 
tinued 
Mrs Mashburn said that she 
favors the “closed campus' for 
two reasons: Safety factors due 
to the tra ffic congestion 
because of the location of the 
new high school and a con­ 
sideration of the amount of gas­ 
oline “ that would be wasted 
while we are in the midst of an 
energy shortage ” 
She said it is an advantage 
that she and her family are not 
in v o lv e d in b u sin e ss in 
Georgetown and that will give 
her the freedom to make 
decisions based on “ what is 
best for the students without 
worry as to how it will affect 
her business. 
“ If there are mistakes, we 
(school district) can correct 
them and if there are im­ 
provements to be made, we can 
make them .” she concluded 
Mrs. Mashburn is a volunteer 
resource person and lecturer 
for children at the University of 
Texas Art Museum She and her 
husband Gordon have three 
daughters who attend the 
Georgetown schools

Don Hewlett, newly elected 
to the Georgetown School 
Board, said in an interview 
Thursday, that he wants to get 
acquainted with all the facts

he criticizes past actions of the 
board. 
The new trustee said it is 
easy to criticize as an outsider 
but much more difficult to 
cpme up with workable solutions 
once the details of a situation 
are known

TWO MAJOR AREAS of con 
cern for Hewlett are academics 
and counseling 
To improve the academic 
program at Georgetown High 
School, Hewlett said if is 
necessary for teachers to be 
responsible for classes only in 
the area in which they are 
trained 
“ I am very concerned.” 
H e w le tt sa id , “ th a t we 
(Georgetown schools) are los­ 
ing some of our fine teachers. 
The district can try to attract 
outstanding people.” 


COUNSELING CAN make 
the transition from high school 
to college much less traumatic 
than it presently is, Hewlett 
contends 
The counseling program 
needs to have information for 
students. 
“ lf a student con es to the 
counselor and says. I am going 
to pursue this degree. What 
courses do I need0’ he should 
get 
definite inform ation.” 
Hewlett said. 
“ I am for the vocational 
program IOO percent , but I also 
see a need in students who have 
graduated from GRS and are 
having difficulty once they 
reach college 
The pendulum sw ings 
between stress on vocational 
and academic programs, but 
we should try to balance the 
two. Hewlett said 
“ I try to stress to my children 
when they ask what am I going 
to do with my life?’ that it is no 
social stigma if you graduate 
from college in one field and 
then go to work in another,” 
Hewlett said 
“A session with the counselor 


to discuss future plans should 
be required by each student.” 
The new board member said. 
“ It is just as important as an 
English class.” 
When q u e stio n e d as to 
whether an updated counseling 
program would require ad­ 
ditional counselors (GHS has 
two), Hewlett said counselors 
are now limited by the amount 
of paperwork they are required 
to do. He indicated that their 
duties could be realigned. 
ANOTHER PROBLEM defin 
ed by H ew lett is th a t a 
freshman student is required to 
choose between participation in 
the athletic program or the 
band. 
“ All these activities are part 
of a well-rounded education If 
a student has a sincere desire to 
participate in both fields, I 
don’t think he should be denied 
that,” Hewlett said 
“ P eo p le need to work 
together at all levels,” he said 
Hewlett is in partnership with
